ippines. 

The re-enforcement of the present ficet 
of the Asiatic squadron he urged as nec- 
essary and said their dispatch should be 
directed as early as possible. The presi- 
dent immediately communicated vi-a the 
navy depamment and instructed tle sec- 
retary of the navy to issue an order cvcar- 
rying out the admiral’s recommen iation 
and to see that they be got in readiness 
at once. The Marietta and Machias, be- 
sides the Brooklyn, will be designated by 
the navy department along with several 
other vessels which have not yet been s£e- 
lected, 

The Brooklyn is now with the other ves- 
sels of the North Atlantic squadron uff 
Tompkinsville, Staten Island. The Ma- 
chias and the Marietta are at present ly- 
ing at the wharves in this city on waiting 
orders, having been brought here to par- 
ticipate in this week’s celebration in hon- 
or of Admiral Dewey. These re-enforce- 
ments will add considerable strength to 
the Asiatic squadron and the administra- 
tion believes their presence will have a 
material effect in expediting the end of 
the hostilities. 

The Brooklyn is an armored cruiser, of 
the first rating, carrying twenty main 
battery guns and having a total displace- 
ment of 9,215 tons and is so well thought 
of by Rear Admiral Schley that he desired 
that she be assigned as his flagship in the 
new south Atlantic squadron. 

The Marietta is a composite gunboat of 
1,000 tons displacement and with a main 
battery equipment of six guns. 

The Machias, with a displacement of 
1,177 tons, carries a battery of eight guns. 
Their commanders are all veterans of long 
experience in the service. The Brooklyn is 
commanded by Captain Theodore F. Jew- 
ell, who has seen fourteen years of sea 
and much more than that on 
shore stations; the Machias by Lieutenant 
Commander Leavitt C. Logan, with fifteen 
years of sea service, and the Marietta by 
Commander Edward H. 
Gheen, whose record shows seventeen 
years of sea service.

HAULING PUPILS TO SCHOOLS. 


Experiment Has Proved Successful 
in Virginia. 


Richmond, Va., October 4.—(Special.)— 
The novel experiment in Virginia of haul- 
ing pupils to public schools has been 
tried in Surry county, and the _ result 
may be that it is likely to be tried in 
other sections of the state. Superintend- 
ent King, of that county, was here today 
and visited the office of the superintend- 
ent of public instruction. He says the 
experiment has proved a perfect success 
in Surry. All last winter the children 
were transported to their schools under 
a contract. Mr. ,King’s explanations of 
the working of this plan made a very 
favorable imp:@ssion on the officials at 
the department of education and _ the 
experiment is likely to be tried = at 
other points in the state. The depart- 
ment is deep'y interested in the subject 
of transporting children to schools in the 
New England states, and in Ohio the 
scheme has proved highly successful. It 
is stated in the official report of a schoo! 
official of Ohio that in one county of that 
state the effect of transporting the pu- 
pils to and from school has been. to 
reduce the cost of schools of the county 
by one-half.

Rules of Primary. 

The special rules which govern the -primary 
are as follows: 

%. That the use of oarriages or other con- 
vevances, either directly or indirectly, by can- 
didates on the day of the primary election 
for the purpose of conveying voters to or from 
the voting places shall be prohibited. This 
rule, of course, not applying to Individual vot- 
ers using their own private conveyances for 
their persenal use. 

® It shall not be admissable for any candi- 
date desiring to be voted for at this primary 
to engage paid workers in his behalf: that no 
such candidate shall at any time after the 
adoption of this resolution, either directly or 
indirectly, pay to any person any sum of 
money or other valuable consideration, or 
promise or agree to pay, or otherwise give, 
either a@irectly or indirectly. any valuable 
consideration either before, during or after 
the day of the primary, in consideration of 
the vote of such person or his influence or 
services in seeking to secure or control the 
vote of others in favor of such candidate. 

8. That upon evidence satisfactory to this 
executive committee that any candidate has 
been guilty of a violation of any of the fore- 
going special rules, the vote in favor of such 
candidate shall be declared null and. void, 
and the person receiving the next highest vote 
for said nomination shall be declared the reg- 
ular nominee for said office. In the event there 
is no other candidate contesting for such nom- 
ination or in the event all contestants. for 
nomination for such given office shall forfeit 
their nomination by violation of the foregoing 
rules, it shall then be the duty of the execu- 
tive committee to arrange for nomination to 
be made for such office. 

4. That all persons are hereby put on 
tice that anv candidate who submits his claim 
to the voters of Atlanta at this primary elec- 
tion by that action agrees to the conditions 
under which said election is to be held, in- 
cluding these special rules, and obligates him- 
self to conform to the same and to abide bv 
the action of this executive committee in its 
enforcement of said rules and requirements. 

5. That on October 6, 1899, at the meeting of 
this executive committee, the successful can- 
didate for the nominations for the different 
offices be required to make affidavit that he 
has fully complied with special rules 1, 2, 3 
and 4 hereof, and has not in letter or sptrit 
violated the same in any and that 
on failure of any candidate to subscribe to 
such affidavit,

Sub-Committee’s Rules. 

1. This sub-committee shall print all the 
tickets to be voted at said primary. Said 
tickets shall be uniform in size, color and ar- 
rangement, and shall be designated as the “Of- 
ficial FBallot.’® Said ticket shall contain on 
one side the names of all the candidates for 
the respective offices, and on the back of same 
shall be the wi “Official Ballot.’’ and the 
signatures of the chairman and secretary of 
this sub-committee. The color, size and ar- 
rangement of said ticket shall be decided by 
said sub-committee, and by them kept secret 
until the morning of the election. The man- 
agers are hereby instructed not to count any 
ticket other than the “Official Ballot,’’ as 
above described. 

2. The voting shall be done in a room to be 
selected and prepared by this sub-committee in 
the respective wards, and the ballot box shall 
be located as nearly as practicable in the cen- 
ter of said room. It shall be the duty of. the 
managers to see to it that there {ts but One en- 
trance for voters or others to said room, and 
that all other entrances, if any, shall be kept 
closed by the managers during said election 
and the count. The exit shall be through the 
Same door as the entrance. 

Method of Voting. 

3. One each of the sworn managers 
and clerks at the respective voting precincts 
shall be stationed together at the entrance of 
said room: and {t shall be the duty of said 
clerk to have a cony of the registration list, 
and to ascertain from same whether or not 
each person desiring to vote is registered, and 
if registered the clerk shall ‘notify the man- 
ager at the door, and when. given such notice 
it shall be the duty of such manager to fur- 
nish said voter with one of the above de- 
scribed ‘“‘Official Ballots,” toégéther with a 
ecard of instructions, and dfrect the voter to a 
‘booth located in said room in which to ar- 
range his ticket privately as he desires to vore 
it. Said voter shall arrange his ticket with- 
out the assistance of any one, unless unable 
to do so from physieal disability, or from. tn- 
ability to read for want of sufficient .educa- 
tion. If the voter ts incapacitated from 
either of the above fauses to make out his 
ticket, and such is apparent to the mana- 
gers upon investigation, the managers at the 
ballot box, or either of them, or one of the 
clerks in the presence of such managers, shall, 
upon application, make out the ticket for such 
person, but shall ih no case suggest to him, 
either directly

with the desires of such person. Voters shall 
arrange their ticket by scratching out the 
names of the respective candidates whom they 
do not desire to vote for and leaving the 
names of such candidates as they desire to 
vote for. When the voter has prepared his 
ticket he shall proceed to the ballot box and 
have the same deposited without delay, and 
after depositing same with the manager, he 
shall retire from the room immediately. The 
manager at the entrance shall furnish the 
“Official Ballot’’ to those only whom the clerk 
at the door declares registered, and to no other 
persons, and he shall give each voter one tick- 
et, and if said voter shall make a mistake in 
arranging his ticket he can, by delivery of 
said ticket to the manager at the door, pro- 
cure another and continue to do so until he 
has been furnished not exceeding three tick- 
ets.

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TOLEDO BLADES. 


The Great Reputation Which They 
Possessed for Many Centuries. 


From The London Saturday Review 

The glory of Toledo blades, like every 
other giory there, has in great measure 
departed, but a certain number of 
sword-makers and damascene . workers 
still maintain a remnant of. the old tra- 
dition, though they have had to conform 
somewhat to modern methods. At their 
apogee they formed the most important 
corporation in the town, and possessed 
all manner of privileges, which extended 
even to the smaller fry who merely sold 
daggers and knives. EKvery armorer 
worked for himself, and boasted of meth- 
ods and secrets of his own. He might 
also have been said to be the master of 
and great was the 
competition among ambitious youths to 
be admitted among the ranks of his ap- 
prentices, 

Lhe peculiar excellence to which the 

steel of To.edo owed its extraordintry 
fume throughout Europe is said to have 
been due to some special virtue possessed 
vy the sand and water of the Tagus, just 
us the glorious beer of Munich is attrib- 
uted to some special property in the wa- 
cers of the Isar. The original iron came 
from the Basque mines of Mondragon, 
und was also deemed essential to the 
xeneral result. Now, however, both iron 
and. steel are imported from abroad, and 
the manufacture has sunk if anything 
below the average mediocrity of Eu 
rope. This is as striking an evidence as 
any ‘of the universal decadence of 
Spain, for the famous weapons of To- 
ledo attracted attention in song as far 
back as. the days of the Romans. 

The Moors, as usual, advanced the art 
to its highest pinnacle, and, though the 
armorers of Florence and Milan may 
have produced more artistic designs, 
Shakespeare was certainly justified in 
pronouncing ‘‘Toledo’s trusty’’ to be the 
‘“‘soldier’s dream.’’ Each of _ the greatest 
makers had a mark or crest of his own, 
and this was regarded as an indispensa- 
ble warrant of his workmanship. That 
of Julien del Rey was a small] heraldic 
dog. He was a converted Moor, and ob- 
tained greater celebrity than any of his 
rivals, predecessors, or successors, 
King Ferdinand himself consenting to 
stand sponsor for him at the font, 

Other names searcely less famous are 
those of Dionisio Corrientes, Orduno, 
Ruiz, Martinez, and Cantera. Any of 
their work, still to be found amid the 
lumber of curiosity dealers, may a'most 
be said to be worth its weight in gold. 
What, however, most appeals to the lay 
mind is probably the Espado de Tosca, 
the steel of which is so true and finely 
tempered that it might be doubled 
right back and shut up thus In a box 
for any length of time. Most of» the 
modern work is now absorbed by the gov- 
ernment factory, which stands some 
little distance out of the town, and by 
no means repays a visit, everything 
there being inferior and commonplace. 
It would appear, indeed, that this mar- 
velous art, like so many others, has 
entirely passed away. and may never 
hope to be revived. For the age of the 
sword died with the sprit of chivalry, 
and the modern conquerer. with his ma- 
chine-guns and dull mathematical cal- 
culations, would remain merely puzzled 
and powerless if we plared in his hand 
a Durandal or an Excalibur. The day of 
romance faded away long ago, and even 
at Toledo we may only find misty ence 


ories which heighten our impatience

Prcbably as familiar with the naval battle of 
Santi:ngo as ha is with the naval battle of 
Manila. He knew every officer connected with 
{t and had ample sources of information to 
fully inform himself of every feature of the 
conflict that would have eclipsed his own vic- 
tory had it been the first instead of the last 
of the naval contests. He had opportunity 
to exhibit his eminent fitness in diplomacy 
that the Santiago berces had not, and he was 
thus enabled t>» prove to the country and the 
world that he was not only the first sailor of 
the land, but also its first diplomat. 

Admiral Dewey was welcomed in New York 
by the most imposing ceremonies ever known 
in the history of the republic, and naturally 
his first inquiry would be, ‘‘Where are my 
fellow herces of the navy who won their lau- 
rels at Santiago?’ Trey were excluded from 
the ceremonies which prought naval officers 
together, ard he was not able to grasp their 
hands in the great naval parade on Friday.

The People of a Section of Oglethorpe 
County May Apply. 

The Oglethorpe Echo: In a strip of coun- 
try running through the Glade and Goose- 
pond districts in the northeastern portion of 
the county the drougth was far more damag- 
ing to crops than it was in the balance of the 
county; so much so that crops are almost an 
utter failure and the farmers therein are in 
distressing plight and are driven to despera- 
tion.

Being assured that that 
would hardly accomplish anything they are 
now applicants for ald from the national gov- 
ernment.

Sugar Mills at Interior Points. 

A careful study of existing conditions 
has convinced Captain James that the 
best way to foster cane planting and 
make it profitable is to establish central 
mills of considerable capacity at 
points in the counties, or 
districts, and within easy 
planters. Adrian, Valdosta, 
Thomasville were men- 
favorable sites. At 
central places the planter could 
his cane direct from the field and 
have it made into sugar, or, if he had a 
mill of his own, could make the sugar 
on a pereentage basis the same as used 
in ginning cotton. 

Captain James is of the opinion that 
making the sirup at home, if the planter 
is any distance from the mill, is the best 
plan to pursue, as in this. way being of 
lesser bulk, the heavy hauling can be 
avoided, or, if shipped by rail, a large 
amount is saved in transportation 
charges. In case this system of bringing 
sirup instead of cane to the sugar factory 
is pursued it will be necessary to have 
all sirups boiled to a uniform consistency, 
and this is a very important considera- 
tion. According to Baume's sacrometer, 
the standard gauge for such 
juice boiled to 37 degrees is the 
best for a commercial] sirup as it keeps 
well and there is little crystalization. 
For the purpose of extracting the sugar, 
however, it is boiled to 45 degrees and a 
few degrees more will make it into rock 
candy.

The document 
was an unusually complete report and 
showed that this department of the coun- 
ty was in a flourishing condition. 

According to the report there were 
forty-six inmates when the last report 
was made and that forty-seven had been 
received during the vear. Of these, sev- 
enteen were white males, nine were white 
females, thirteen were colored males and 
eight were colored females. 

There were twenty-one discharged during 
the year, apd twenty deaths. Only one 
white female died. {On September 25th 
there were fifty-two inmates of the house. 
which was an average of forty-eight per 
month. 

Under the head of convicts, the report 
states that at the time of the last yearly 
statement there were twenty-three con- 
victs in the camp, and that forty-two 
had been received during the year. Of 
the number received. two were white fe- 
males and the other forty were colored fe- 
males 

Continuing, the report says that of the 
convicts at the camp, thirty-nine served 
out their sentences, two were paid out, 
twa were sent back to jail, three es- 
caped and ona died. On September 25th 
there were eighteen convicts at the camp. 

Cost of Maintaining Almshouse, 


In part, the report follows: 

A very large majority of the inmates are 
old people, who from old age and physical dis- 
ability are unable to do any work, only four ef 
those whose deaths occurred were under fifty 
years of age, and they died from consumption. 
Six died from old age. 

The cost of maintaining the almshouse for 
the year has been $4,544.58; $378.71 per month; 
$12.62 per day, or 17 cents per capita per day. 
This includes salaries, clothing and all ex- 
penses. Nine of the inmates are ex-confeder- 
ate soldiers. Three draw pensions of $0 a 
year each.

The 
action of Northen means a loss to Atlanta of 
from $25,000 to $50,000 in a business way, and 
the railroads will lose an equal amount.

Queen Elizabeth of Roumanta (Carmen 
Sylva) is perhaps the best known of 
these “crowned” writers, but she is by 
no means the only one.

The W oman | Question 
in Colorado 


That the men of Colorado are confirm- 
ed “suffragists,” is proven by resolu- 
tions .which have passed during the 
last session of the legislature, and a 
copy of which has been sent by the sec- 
retary of the state of Colorado to every 
state in the union, which is as follows: 

“Whereas, Equ3l suffrage has been 
in operation in Colorado for five years, 
during which time the women have ex- 
ercised the privileges es generally as 
men, with the result thgt better candi- 
dates have been egelected for office, meth- 
ods of election have been purified, the 
character of legislation improved, civic 
intelligence increased and womanhood 
developed to greater usefulness by polit- 
ical responsibility; therefore, 

‘Resolved, By the house of representa- 
tives, the senate concurring, that in view 
of these results the enfranchisement of 
women in every state and territory in the 
Unite@ States is hereby recommended as 
a measure tending to the advancement 
of a higher and better social order. 

“That an authenticated copy of these 


resolutions be forwarded by the gover- 


nor of the state to the legislature of 
every state and territory, and that the 
press be requested to call attention to 


these resolutions.

“The compatibility of every. womanly 
trait with every political prerogative. 

“The elevation of the working woman 
by the possession of a political power, 
thus enabling her to fight life’s battles 
on terms of equality with her compet- 


itors. 
“A general elevation and improvement 


in the tone of politics.’

No century in French literature nas 
been so fertile, so varied or perhaps so 
great in its achievement as the one now 
drawing to a close. We have studied 
sixteen authors in this course. One of 
them is of the sixteenth century, two of 
the seventeenth, two of the eighteenth 
and eleven of the nineteenth, and yet 
half the wealth of French literature in 
our day has not yet been mentioned. The 
great writers that we have studied are 
indeed first, but they are first among

During the third quarter of our century 
the prevailing trend of literature in every 
department was toward science and nat- 
uralism. Literature passed from the rule 
of the romantic imagination to that of 
the determinist philosophy of ‘Taine 
Irrance 2xchanged such historians as 


| Michelet and Thierry for men like Mig- 
| iclers, 


Martin and ‘Thiers, careful chron- 
critical analysts of the past. 
Where the older critics had been per- 
sonal, impressionist, the new undertook 
to be systematic, comparattve. In the 
old regime Sainte-Beuve is great because 
of his genius, Nisard because of his 
method. The method could be learned, 
the genius could not. Hence Brvnetiere 
dominates the criticism of ihe later pe- 
riod, rather than the independent critical 
essayists, Edmond Scherer, Lemuitre or 
Anatole France. 

This determinism of Taine had impor- 
tant literary results in poetry, drama and 
fiction. Everywhere it led to minute ob- 
servation of details, to what we call 
‘naturalism,’’ and to a conviction that 
environment is a determining cause of 
character. Hence writers were led natur- 
ally to deal with those extreme manifes- 
tations by which the laws of determinism 
could be exhibited, as it were, magnified. 
The typical naturalistic novelist, or poet,

development. Beneath the mask of his 


rhetoric and prosody we can trace in his 


spirit of Taine—pessim- 
ism, violent in Baudelaire, gloomy 
Leconte de Lisle,, said in Sully-Prud- 
homme, frivolous in Banville, hedonistic 
end material in Caoppee, statuesquely cold 
in Heredia—till at last the spirit of Renan 
seizes the French muse and gives us the 
strange and weirdly fascinating 
of Verlaine and Regnier, 
Maeterlinck and the ‘“‘decadents.’’ French 
verse is apt to be a sealed book for 
American readers, and we will not dwell 
on these poets here, save to note that the 
works best worth reading and remember- 
ing in this group are the ‘“‘Poemes An- 
tiques’"’ of Iseconte de Lisle and “Les 
Trophees” of Heredia. The weirdest are 
Baudelaire’s “‘Flowers of Evil,’’ and 
mcst simply human, “The Humble,’ 
Coppeec. 

Passing now to the dramatists, we note 
that naturalism here produced a rever- 
sio1 that skips back over the whole ro- 
mantic movement to find its immediate 
ancestor not in Hugo, or Scribe, or Pon- 
card, but in Diderot, though both the 
young Dumas and his great contempor- 
ary, Augier, learned much from the nov- 
élist Balzac. On the lesser playwrighis 
of marked individuality—Labiche, Feull- 
let, Pailleron—Wwe must be content to look 
and pass. It is not until we come to our 
own decade that the reaction toward 
idealism has made itself strongly felt in 
of which Rostand's row familiar 
“Cyrano de Bergerac’’ may serve us an 
example. All efforts to conquer the stage 
for naturalism as iepresented by Zola 
and his school failed, and, indeed, from 
the fundamental conditions of dramatic 
effectiveness could not but fail. We must 
confine ourselves here to some character- 
ization of the work of Ausier and of 
Dumas the younger. 

Augier was four years the elder of the 
two, but Dumas was first to make his 
mark on the stage. Indeed, his ‘‘Lady 
with the Camellias’ in 1852 was the be- 
ginning of a dramatic revolution as rad- 
ical and more lasting than that inaugur- 
ated by Hugo’s “‘Hernani.’’ With it be- 
gan the realistic study of burning social 
qi estions that is the keynote of modern 
drama. Dumas joined here the Keen 
analysis of Balzac to the technical apti- 
tude of Scribe. His characters were 
studies from life. His plays have always 
a moral purpose, though they will seein 
sometimes unlikely to have a moral re- 
sult. He writes to prove a sociai thesis, 
often a paradoxical one. He provides his 
plays with argumentative prefaces

Poirier’s Son-in-Law”’ in 1855 and ending 
with “Lions and Foxes” in 1869. The 
fcrmer is the fincst French comedy of 
manners in our century. It is an honest, 
healthy, hearty, keen and sparkling satire 
on the bourgeois aspirants to aristocratic 
connections, and, as this class is always 
with us, the play has long been a favorite 
in American schools. Augier’s greatest 
strength, however, is to be found in 
a group of four dramas of Parisian social 
and political life, dealing with the liter- 
ary proletariat, speculation, clerical in- 
trigue and feminine ambitions. If we 
read ‘“‘Les Lionnes Pauvres,” ‘‘Les Ef- 
frcntes,”. “‘Le Fils de Giboyer’’ and ‘La 
Contagion,’ we shal] know Augier at his 
best and get a vivid light on the blighting 
of young ideals in the materialized so- 
ciety of Paris under the third Napoleon. 
No dramatist ever had a Sterner and 
loftier conception, of his vocation thaa 
Augier. Upright and downright he com- 
bines irony and humor with robust and 
honest loyalty to his convictions.
